Qj Symbolizing their unity one with another in the Unity of the Church 
the banner bearers, as representatives of the whole Body of Youth of the 
Diocese, will here take their places befor the Altar. 


Qj The Bishop will bless the banners. After which he will bid the Con- 
gregation to renew their Baptismal Vows, saying as follows: 


At the first Pentecost the Holy Spirit came with power upon the waiting 
Church. Today the Church of Christ needs the same divine power to bring 
healing and hope to the world, and to guide mankind into the way of truth 
and peace.

Qj Then shall the whole Congregation say as follows, with the Bishop. 

Here, in the presence of God, and of this congregation, I renew the 
solemn promise that was made at my Baptism; ratifying and confirming the 
same; and acknowledging myself bound to believe and to do all those things 
which I then undertook, or my sponsors then undertook for me. 


Qj Then, the Congregation kneeling, the Bishop will say, 
A PRAYER FOR YOUTH 

O Lord Jesus Christ, who in thy earthly ministry didst call young people 
to serve thee in thy Church; Bless and guide, we pray thee, the youth move- 
ment now in progress in this Diocese; grant that our young people today 
may rededicate themselves in greater loyalty to thee; help us so to strengthen 
our youth organizations that they may be more effective instruments for the 
advancement of thy Kingdom; who livest and resignest with the Father and 
the Holy Spirit, one God, world without end. Amen. 


Qj Then the Bishop will give the Blessing.
